Ronald Reagan is a young mid- 
dle westerner who talked his way 
into pictures over the announcer’s 
microphone. Starting as a writer 
of a sports column for a local pa- 
per in Eureka, Ill., he was soon 
attracted to the radio field and 
was shortly heard giving his play 
by play version of various athletic 
events in the Middle West. 

He covered baseball games of 
the major leagues, important in- 
tersectional football games, track 
meets, swimming meets and many 
fights and wrestling matches. 
Thousands of people knew and 
liked his pleasant voice. He inter- 
viewed many famous athletes over 
the air and when he was sent to 
report by radio on the Chicago 
Cubs, training at Catalina Island, 
his fame in his home territory led 
to an avalanche of suggestions that 
he be given a screen test in Holly- 
wood.

Stage Best For Training 
Margot Stevenson Finds 


Margot Stevenson has been be- 
fore the Hollywood movie cameras 
only three weeks, but she thinks 
that is long enough to qualify her 
to give some advice. 

She believes that every young- 
ster who wants to get somewhere 
in pictures should try ‘‘like the 
dickens’’ to break in through the 
stage.

““That’s why I think the stage 
is the proper medium for breaking 
in. You have two weeks of re- 
hearsal before ever a play starts, 
and night after night you can 
profit from your past mistakes and 
improve as you learn.

MONEY FILMED 


FOR FIRST TIME 


For the first time before any 
motion picture camera, ‘‘stage 
money’’ will be manufactured. Spe- 
cial permission to film a phase of 
counterfeiting procedure has been 
granted Warner Bros. for its se- 
eret service film, ‘‘Smashing the 
Money Ring,’’ opening Friday at 
the Strand. 

United States currency may not 
be photographed, however, so the 
elaborate counterfeiting apparatus 
and methods exposed in the film is 
to be used to turn out ordinary 
imitation currency far different in 
nature from real greenbacks. 

‘Tike shooting a cannon at a 
fly,’’? quips Director Terry Morse. 

In ‘‘Smashing the Money 
Ring’’ a prison print shop is put 
to clever use for printing the coun- 
terfeit money. An ordinary platen 
press is quickly converted into a 
hand-inking press suitable for 
holding and impressing the coun- 
terfeit plates. Various ingenious 
subterfuges to prevent discovery 
by guards made the system reveal- 
ed in the picture particularly 
tricky. 

As in previous secret service se- 
ries pictures, Ronald Reagan stars 
in the new one as ‘‘Brass’’ Ban- 
croft, an ace operator.

When two Frenchmen are talking 
in an English-language picture, 
probably they’d actually be speak- 
ing in French but in taking the 
dramatic license of having them 
speak English, at least a sugges- 
tion of French accent can be 
used. ’? 

So, in practice on ‘‘Smashing 
the Money Ring,’’ a prison-slan- 
guage ‘‘flavor’’ was retained by 
changing the dialogue line quote 
above as follows: 

‘“Before he lammed outa this 
joint he stuck a chiv between the 
ribs of the stool-pigeon who rat- 
ted on him. He had to shoot a 
screw, too. So, wherever he is, he’s 
hotter’n a firecracker.’’ 

Which goes to show that real 
prison language represents an ec- 
onomy of words. 

Not all expressions are con- 
densations however. ‘‘Stir’’ and 
‘*stir-crazy’’ are so well known 
that they are used without ex- 
planation in most pictures. Also 
““serew’’ for guard, ‘‘blast’’ for
